The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art of record discloses or suggests a multi-purpose electrode 
mechanism comprising in part the combination of the following: 

a shaft structured for insertion into target tissue of the brain of a patient; 

cooling means configured to apply cooling therapy to the target tissue; 

sensing means including at least one sensor monitoring a biological signal of the 
patient; 
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control means responsive to the sensing means wherein the control means is 
structured to, in response to signals from the sensing means that indicate the 
occurrence of a change of state, automatically cause the cooling means to initiate or 
terminate the cooling therapy; and 

an energy source for powering the various components of the multi-purpose 
electrode mechanism.

Lanard et al. (6,660,026) disclose a multi-tipped cooling probe for 
localized cooling of the brain; Howard, III et al. (6,128,527) disclose an apparatus for 
analyzing electrical brain activity; Dorfmeister et al. (5,995,868) disclose a system for 
prediction, rapid detection, warming, prevention, or control of changes in activity states 
in the brain; and Lee (3,298,371) discloses a freezing probe for the treatment of tissue 
during neurosurgery.
